CMS Settings Requirements

1. Commensurate with a persons individualized plan, needs and abilities - The setting is integrated in and supports
full access to community, including opportunities to seek employment and work in competitive integrated settings,
engage in community life, control personal resources, and receive services in the community, to the same degree of
access as individuals not receiving HCBS.

2. The setting is selected by the individual from among setting options including non-disability specific settings and
an option for a private unit in a residential setting. The setting options are identified and documented in the person-

3. Ensures an individual’s rights of privacy, dignity and respect, and freedom from coercion and restraint A||gned

6. Providers of HCBS for the individual, or those who have an interest in or are employed by a provider of HCBS for
the individual must not provide case management or develop the person-centered service plan, except when the
State demonstrates that the only willing and qualified entity to provide case management and/or develop person-
centered service plans in a geographic area also provides HCBS. In these cases, the State must devise conflict of
interest protections including separation of entity and provider functions within provider entities, which must be
approved by CMS. Individuals must be provided with a clear and accessible alternative dispute resolution process.

NOTE: Per CMS Regulations 42 CFR Section 441:

(2) Home and community-based settings do not include the following:
(i) A nursing facility.
(ii) An institution for mental diseases.
(iii) An intermediate care facility for individuals with intellectual disabilities.
(iv) A hospital.
(v) Any other locations that have qualities of an institutional setting, as determined by the Secretary. Any setting that is located in a building
that is also a publicly or privately operated facility that provides inpatient institutional treatment, or in a building on the grounds of, or
immediately adjacent to, a public institution, or any other setting that has the effect of isolating individuals receiving Medicaid HCBS from the
broader community of individuals not receiving Medicaid HCBS will be presumed to be a setting that has the qualities of an institution unless
the Secretary determines through heightened scrutiny, based on information presented by the State or other parties, that the setting does not
have the qualities of an institution and that the setting does have the qualities of home and community-based settings.
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
